For Temporary Shelter.

It is planned that the lodging-house 
should relieve the police stations of the bet- 
ter class of men who have been forced by 
poverty to take refuge in them in extremely 
cold weather. It is a police measure as well 
as @ philanthropic. Similar houses in New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia have been 
conducted with success. 

Many a man has been made a criminal 
by associating with the crooks in the police 
stations on cold nights.“ said Mayor Harri- 
son. “The new plan would offer a clean 
sleeping place to men temporarily until they 
can get on their feet. The hotel would be 
open to men whose records are not too bad.“ 
Commissionr Reynolds, who added the re- 
quest to his estimate, said that the plan 
would be a good police measure as well as 
serve a charitable purpose. 

“From the experience of other cities, Chi- 
cago would be justified in making the at- 
tempt,“ he said. It can be tried for a year 
as an experiment.“ 

Chief of Police Kipley says the plan is u 
good one and will go a long way toward 
keeping the streets and stations rid of men 
who will be enabled to sleep in clean and com- 
fortable beds; and will give the police ample 
opportunity to look after them. 


Offers to Pay Relief Bills. 
A modest, but large-hearted citizen, whose 
named is refused to the public, has arranged 
with Chief of Police Kipley to bear the ex- 
pense in all cases of destitution or illness re- 
ported to the police which demand immedi- 
ate attention. 
This is the first time a private citizen has

| After enumerating the results achieved by 
the federation during the six years of its 
existence Mr. Easley, in his report, took up 
the plan for the proposed consolidation of the 
city and county governments, and urged that 
immediate steps be taken by the federation 
to bring about the desired reformation. In 
seeking a remedy for the present expensive 
system of city and county government he 
said the Committee on Consolidation had 
found that no one measure would bring about 
the desired result and that a constitutional 
amendment would be required. It recom- 
mended that the three rk boards be 
merged into one metropolitan park system 
and that the seven t@wnships be consolidated 
into one. Bills are being prepared for in- 
troduction at the next Legislature to carry 
into effect these reforms. | 

Three plans for effecting the proposed con- 
solidation have been suggested. The first 
calls for the organization of Chicago into 
a county by itself, leaving the remaining 
portion of the county to be organized into 
two counties. A second plan is to annex a 
portion of the outside territory to Chicago 
and the remainder to adjdcent counties. 

The third plan, the “ Greater Chicago” 
proposition, provides for the extension of the 
limits of Chicago so as to include all county 
institutions, leaving all township, village, 
and city governments as they now exist 
practically undisturbed. | 

Chairman H. H. Gross reported for the 
Citizens’ Education commission, urging that 
more time be given to the study of the Eng- 
‘| sh language, and that no other language be 
taught below the high schools. 

The Civil Service committee. in its report

GOES ON CONVICT LABOR STUDY 


Illinois Commission Starts East to In- 
vestigate Methods There—Mem- 
ber Talks of Aims. 


The State commission to investigate and 
report on some plan that will lessen the com- 
petition between free’ and convict labor is 
now on its way East to begin its work. In 
the party are State Senator P. T. Chapman, 
Representatives 8. J. Drew and W. J. Pur- 
dunn, representing the State; W. D. Ryan of 
the United Mine Workers, representing the 
labor interests; E. 8. Conway of this city, a 
representative of the manufacturing inter- 
ests, and Warden J. Mack Tanner of the 
southern Illinois penitentiary at Chester. 
Accompanying the party is aJso Warden E. 
J. Murphy of the Joliet penitentiary. 

The commission left on Wednesday for New 
York, where the prisons at Auburn and 
Sing Sing will be inspected. From there the 
members will go to the State prisons of 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Ohio, and possibly Minnesota. | 

The commission was authorized by a joint 
resolution of the last Legislature, which di- 
rected the Governor to choose three mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, a warden of 
one of the penal institutions of the State, a 
representative of the labor interests, and one 
from the manufacturing interests of the 
State. It is made the duty of the commission 
to visit the State of New York and any other 
States where a system of convict labor 
similar to that in Illinois is provided for. 

Our object is to devise some method by 
which prison-made goods will not come into 
destructive competition with free labor.“ said 
Representative Drew. The chief objection 
to pri labor, as I understand it, is not so 
much tq giving them work as it is that what 
they make is put on the market at so low a 
price that it forces down the wages of free 
labor. 

Several plans have been suggested to the 
members of the commission, some of which 
have received more or less favorable in- 
dividual consideration, but it is by no means 
certain that any of them will be recom- 
| mended for adoption.” ;

National governmental control of the 
water supplies in the arid and subarid lands 
of the West was strongly advocated before 
the National Irrigation Congress at the 
meetings last night and yesterday in the 
Auditorium. General Nelson A. Miles, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt, and former Senator Dubois 
of Idaho emphasized this idea, the two former 
by letter and the latter in an informal 
speech. | 

“The government of our country has an 
important mission to perform,“ said General 
Miles in his letter to the congress. No 
that it has taken hold of the work it is pre- 
sumed that it will continue until a time when 
the entire irrigation system will be under 
control, with one simple law governing it 
alike in all the Western States and Terri- 
tories. Extravagance in expenditure should 
be avoided and the government should sys- 
tematically improve only such lands which 
will repay the expenditure, and divide the 
same in such manner that they can neveg 
be monopolized by a few, but shall be culti- 
vated by an industrious, enterprising, and 
intelligent people, who will build for them- 
selves and their posterity homes that will 
enrich and beautify the region, thus sus- 
taining and promoting the general welfare.“ 

As Analyzed by Roosevelt. 

Governor Roosevelt outlined a plan for 
government supervision, which he summed 
up in the following points, which he said 
must be attained: 

Government study of the streams upon which 
the plans depend. 

Government construction andi control: of great 
irrigating plants. 

The preservation of forests by the extension of 
the forest reserve system and government control 
of the forests. | 

National protection and use of the forests under 
expert supervision. 

The instruction of private owners of forests, East 
and West, that timber can be cut without forest 
destruction and that ownership of water rights in 
the arid country and of forest lands anywhere 
entails —— as well as private duties and re- 
sponsibilities. 

Mr. Dubois expressed hope that the 
water supply of Western lands would never 
fall into the hands of corporations. 

Professor Willis L. Moore, chief of the 
United States Weather bureau, told of the 
achievements of the Weather bureau in re- 
lation to irrigation problems. He said the 
department had been able to forecast far 
in advance of the season the probable char- 
acter of the water supply on the plains. This 
is done by measuring the snowfall in the 
mountains, where the packing of snow and 
— in ravines forms great natural reser- 


Plea for the Forests. 

Gifford Pinchot, forester of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, in an 11 
lustrated lecture on Forestry Is Business,” 
pointed out the many economic reasons for 
the preservation of the forests. The depart- 
ment, he said, is accomplishing great re- 
sults in the West by showing timber owners 
how they can cut this timber and yet pre- 
serve the forests. Destruction of the forests, 
he said, will mean more floods. 

H. B. Maxson, the secretary of the con- 
gress, reported that the National Irrigation 
association now has 1,000 members, repre- 
senting the leading agricultural, commercial, 
and labor organizations. The reclamation of 
the arid lands of the West would provide 
homes for 100,000,000 people, he said. 

Captain Hiram M. Chittenden of the United 
States Engineer Corps said that the build- 
ing of great storage reservoirs at the head 
waters of the Western rivers would not only 
impound water for the irrigation of millions 
of acres of arid land, but would prevent the 
floods of the lower rivers. This work, he 
said, came properly under the general gov- 
ernment. | 

Makes Charge of Selfishness. 

George H. Maxwell, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive committee of the congress, declared 
that too many men are fighting for water 
instead of getting together and starting a 
campaign for government action. Get to 
work and see if we cannot get one great 
‘object lesson’ reservoir built by the gov- 
ernment,” he said. | 

Thomas Knight of Kansas City contended 
that the reclamation of the arid lands of the 
West could not be detrimental! to the inter- 
ess of the farmers of the East. 

Herbert Myrick, editor of the American 
Agriculturist, declared that the reclamation 
of arid lands would create a large field for 
the development of the sugar beet industry, 
saying: The arid regions are free from 
droughts or unusual rainfall, which are 
alike injurious to beets.” | 
Hugh M. Wiley, chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, also declared the sugar 
beet. was well adapted for growth on irri- 
gated soil. 

Henry James, editor of the Forester, de- 
clared the preservation of the forests would 
prevent an exhaustion of the water supply.

He was appointed a member of the force and 
was detailed to Lieutenant Alcock’s district, 
where he reported for duty last night and 
was assigned to the beat on Thirty-first 
street. | 

Gallery's. reinstatement, while sanctioned 
by the Civil Service commission, ts said to 
have been due to the Influence of a powerful 
politician. 

Gallery was first appointed a member of 
_the force in 1890. He served until Nov. 20, 
1803. when, on charges brought before the 
Trial board by E. Borer, a retired jeweler 
living at 4856 Indiana avenue, he was dis- 
missed. Two days previous to this Gallery 
was arrested and locked up at the Central 
Station on the charge of grand larceny. 
From the evidence gleaned at the time, Gal-

William M. Meredith, who was appointed 
chief of the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing by President McKinley yesterday, was 
born in Indiana fifty-three years ago.

For some time he was 
employed in the composing room of the 
Indianapolis Journal, but when the civil war 
broke out he gave up his position and enlisted 
in the Seventieth Indiana, Benjamin Harri- 
son’s regiment.

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE WORK. 


‘Tribune by 
Arthur L. Clarke.] | 

LONDON, Nov. 23, 3 a. m.—Sincere regret 
is expressed on all sides over the death of 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, the musical composer, 
who gave to the world Pinafore,” Pirates 
of Penzance,” and other comic operas. He 
died as the result of heart failure at 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 

His death came suddenly. He was chatting 
and laughing with members of his household, 
when he fell to the floor and died within 
few minutes. 

Sir Arthur Sullivan had been in poor health 
for some time, and several weeks ago alarm- 
ing reports as to his condition came from the 
continent, where he had gone for rest. The 
reports were afterwards denied and Sir 
Arthur returned from Gwitzerland apparent- 
ly in better health. 

Taken Ill in Switzerland. 

It seems, however, that he contracted a 
severe cold in Switzerland, its effects de- 
coming marked after his return to London. 
Two weeks ago he was compelled to take 
to his bed. But the cold, which had set led 
in his lungs, apparently yielded readily to 
medical treatment and he was convalescing 
and able to be up when the death summons 
came, 

All ot the London papers print lengthy 
biographical sketches of the dead composer, 
with elaborate reviews of his work. In 
musical circles his death is the subject for 
the keenest regret. : 

George Grossmith’s Tribute. 

George Grossmith, who helped to make sev- 


eral of Sir Arthur Sullivan's operas popular, 
and who knew the composer almost as a 


brother, said last night at the Globe Theater: 


I never in my life had such a hard time to 
keep back the tears while playing my part 
as I did tonight. I knew Sullivan for many 
years. I began to sing his operas as far back 
as in 1877, when he persuaded me to take part 
in The Sorcerer at the old Opera Comique. 
In the following twelve years I played nire 
parts for him. During that time I never 
came across a single member of the company 
who felt the slightest fear at rehearsals 
when Sir Arthur came on to the stage. All 
worshiped him and all welcomed his ap- 
pearance, for he was always ready with a 
kindly word of encourgement or valuable 
correction gently made. | 

„I remember, once objecting to one of his 
passages. I couldn’t get over some of the 
triplets with justice, and to my surprise the 
next day he altered it according to my sug- 
gestions. Surely that shows “a ‘generous 
spirit. | 
‘Entertainment for Royalty. 

“at the entertainments he got up for 
royalty he was a perfect manager. Owing 
to necessary formality he always commenced 
the program with the prima donna and the 
big people, but he invariably brought in some 
light, frivolous turns towards the end of the 
evening, which, I can assure you, were keen- 
ly appreciated. | 

“I often had great fun with Sir Arthur in 
getting up impromptu music hall entertain- 
ments at private houses. | 

“He hated anything in the way of cere- 
mony or pretentiousness. This, with his ex- 
treme modesty, made him aman much 
sought in society, from the Queen down- 
wards. \Sir Arthur was a man who could 
least be spared by those who knew him, 
musical or otherwise. To Sir Arthur I owe 
the most assistance I ever had in acquiring 
a knowledge of music.” | 


’ Mascagni Not an Admirer. 

Mascagni, the Italian composer, and au- 
thor of “ Cavalleria Rusticana,” is evident- 
ly not a warm admirer of Sir Arthur Sullivan. 
He says: 

“In ‘Ivanhoe’ Sir Arthur Sullivan 
showed not the true musical genius. His 
‘Golden Legend’ contains good music, but 
his comic operas cannot, in my opinion, be 
called great artistic works. I do not believe 
Sullivan's music will live, even in England.“ 

Giacomo Puccini, the Italian composer of 
„La Boheme and other works, and pro- 
fessor of composition at the Milan Conserva- 
tory, says: “ Sullivan had a great hold on 
the British public, but in a country of great 
musical traditions he has not been consid- 
ered a great musician. However, I think his 
works will be popular in Engignd for a long 
time to come.“ | 


History of “ The Lost Chord.” 

Perhaps the most intefesting of the many 
stories told of Sullivan this morning is the 
one relating how he came to write The 
Lost Chord.“ His much-loved brother, Fred- 
erick, fell ill, and for three weeks Sir Arthur 
watched at his bedside, night and day. One 
night, when his brother was dying, but had 
fallen for a time into slumber, Sir Arthur 
chanced to read in the sickroom some 
verses by Adelaide Proctor. In the stillness 
of the death chamber he read them over and 
over, and as he did so he conceived their 
musical equivalent. Quickly the melody 
took shape. It is said that he even sang the 
song to his dying brother, but, in any case, 
the song was completed that night, and will 
ever remain a monument alike to the genius 
at its composer and to the memory of the 
dying man in whose presence * was written. 


Arthur Seymour Sullivan was born on May 
13 (14, according to one authority), 1842, at 
London. Taken all in all he is the greatest 
composer England has yet produced. His 
comic operas, especially those in which he 
had the assistance of W. S. Gilbert as libret- 
tist, have enjoyed unparalleled success in 
the United States, as well asin his own coun- 
try, and h-. is also the author of some works 
of more serious intent, which have met with 
exceptional favor. Notable among the lat- 
ter is the cantata, ‘‘ The Golden Legend.“ 
composed in 1886, after Longfellow’s well- 
known poem of the same name. This work 
was one of the selections performed at the 
recent Worcester (Mass.) musica! festival. 

Sullivan, whose father was a bandmaster 
and teacher of the clarinet, obtained his 
earliest musical instruction from the Rev. 
Thomas Helmore at the Chapel Royal, where 
he was a chorister from 1854 to 1857. Dur- 
ing this period he wrote several anthems and 
other pieces, of which one—a song, entitled 
“© Israel —Was published by Novello in 
1855. He was the first holder of the Men- 
delssohn scholarship, founded in 1856. The 
Rev. Dr. Helmore is quoted as saying that 
his voice was very sweet, and his style of 
singing far more sympathetic than that of 
most boys.” While still at the Chapel Royal 
he commenced to study der Sterndale, 
Bennett, and Goss, at the Royal Academy of

The news of 
the completion of this.last work, all but the 
putting of the finishing touches to the instru- 
mentation, but shortly preceded the tidings 
of the composet’s death. 

Sir Arthur Sullivan has held high rank in 
England as an orchestral conductor, having 
been the director of various series of con- 
certs, notably those of the London Philhar- 
monic saclety (1885-'87). From 1880 until re- 
cently he was the conductor of the Leeds 
musical festivals. From 1876 to the time of 
his resignation in 1881 he was principal of 
the National Training School for Music, also 
officiating as professor of composition. 
Cambridge conferred upon him the degree of 
Mus. Doc. in 1876, and Oxford bestowed a 
similar honor upon him in 1870. He was 
made a chevalier of the Legion of Honor in 
1878, and in 1883 he was knighted by Queen 
Victoria. The news of his death will be 
received with sorrow all over the world which 
he has done so much to entertain. Ifhecan- 
not be classed among the greater writers of 
music he holds a record of his own, that of 
having furnished humanity in general with 
more refined diversion than most people. 
Probably no other composer, with the excep- 
tion of Johann Strauss, has done more in 


this line.

Apropos of the succession to the Austro- 
Hungarian throne, I learn that Emperor 
Francis Joseph has summoned for the latter 
part of this month a council of the various 
members of his family to meet at Vienna 
with the object of determining certain ques- 
tions which have arisen in connection with 
the succession during the recent discussion 
in the Hungarian Parliament of the mor- 
ganatic marriage of Afchduke Francis 
Ferdinand and of his renunciation of royal 
and imperial rank for his wife, Princess 
Hohenberg, as well as for any children born 
to the union. 


As stated before ih these letters, Hun- 
garian law does not recognize morganatic 
ma as being morganatic, but attrib- 
utes to them identically the same legal status 
as an ordinary marriage. Moreover it does 
not sanction a man making any renuncia- 
tion for his wife or children, taking the 
ground that in such matters he can bind no 
one but himself. 

To these arguments put forward in the 


Hungarian Parliament in response to the 


Hungartan government's demand for the 
legislative sanction to the act of renuncia- 
tion made by Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
in behalf of his wife and of any children that 
may be*born to his marriage, the adminis- 
tration replied that the renunciation was 
perfectly valid according to the family stat- 
utes of the imperial and royal house of Haps- 
burg—that is to say, of the relgning dynasty. 
Against this it was argued that the family 
statutes of the house of Hapsburg 

no legal value in Hungary from the moment 
that they were not legislatively sanctioned 
by the Hungarian Parltament nor added to 
the national Hungarian code of laws. 


of Hapsburg have always been kept secret, 
the only one outside of the imperial family 
acquainted with their tenor—namely: the 
Minister of the Imperial House and of For- 
eign Affairs—being bound by the most cast- 
iron oath not to divulge them under any cir- 
cumstances whatsoever.

It is with the object of avoiding anything 
more of the kind that Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, now next heir to the throne, is 
about to be called upon to renounce his own 
rights of succession to the crown to his 
brother Otto and to the latter's son Charles, 
and the family council is being summoned 
in order not only to give its approval to this 
renunciation by the Archduke of his rights 
of succession, but likewise in order to dis- 
cuss the new situation created by the re- 
fusal of the Hungarian nation to recognize 
or take any cognizance of the family stat- 
utes of the Hapsburg dynasty until they 
have been publicly discussed and legislative- 
ly sanctioned by both Houses of the Hun- 
garian Parliament and added to Hungary’s 
national code of laws. This family council 
promises to be one of the most important 
ever held during the fifty years or more that 
Francis Joseph has occupled the throne. 

The death of Princess Julia Bonaparte at 
Rome serves to close one of the most inter- 
esting and hospitable salons of the Eternal 
City, a palace where the late Prince Na- 
poleon (“ Plon Pilion“) was accustomed to 
make his headquarters whenever he visited 
the Italian capital. A sister of the late Car- 
dinal Bonaparte and a daughter of that igno- 
ble Charles Bonaparte. Prince of Canino, 
and of his wife, Princess ZAenaide (who, as 
a daughter of ex-King Joseph Bonaparte 
of Spain, spent her youth with her father 
at Bordentown, N. J.). Princess Julia. was 
married at an early age to the Roman Mar- 
quis Roccagiovine. With her insignificant 
husband she figured for a time atthe court 
of the Tuileries, where she was greatly ad- 
mired, and became the heroine of many ro- 
mances.

VARSITY SWEEPS EVERYTHING. 


BEFORE IT IN PRACTICE. 


Lineup Is Definitely Decided, with 
Fincke at Quarter Back in Wear’s 
Place and Chadwick at Right Half— 
Harvard Resting at Meriden Before 
the Battle—New Haven Never Before 
8% Full of Visitors—Plenty of Money 
in Sight at Evens. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 22. Special. 
Old Eli's football eleven is Pats. down * 
homestretch with giant strides. It rounded 
up its preparatory work for the Harvard 
game this afternoon with a twenty-five-min- 
ute half which showed the team up as the 
strongest which ever represented the uni- 
versity and made it a 2 to 1 shot that the 
blue will trample the crimson in the dust next 
Saturday Wen the old rivals come together. 

The varsity stormed down the gridiron, 
sweeping everything before it in the mort 
scientific football ever played by a Yale 
eleven when the final practice took place this 
afternoon. The important feature of the 

practice was that the team lined up exactly 
as it will play against Harvard on Saturday. 

This is the order in which the coachers have 
decided that the eleven shall play: Left end, 
Gould; left tackle, Bloomer; left guard, 

Brown; center, Olcott; right guard, Sheldon; 
right tackle, Stillman; right end, Coy; quar- 
ter back, Fincke: left half back, Sharpe; 
right half back, Chadwick; full back, Hale. 

The final selection of Fincke for quarter 
pack, instead of Wear, is a most important 
change to be made at the last minute in the 
makeup of the eleven. Wear has falled to 
overcome his fatal habit of dropping punts, 
and the coaches have, in self-defense, been 

absolutely obliged to give the position to 
Fincke, who played it last year. It was set- 
tled before that Sharpe would be played at 
his old position at left half whether Fincke 
went in at quarter or not, though Fincke was 
left half back in the Princeton game.

President J. T. Stone of the Maryland Casualty

For some time past the negotiations at 
Pekin have been in such shape as tothreaten 
the fallure of any agreement whatever being 
reached. Germany and some of the other 
nations insisted on making extra- 

ordinary demands on China in regard to the 


amount of indemnity demanded and the 


punishiient of those responsible for the up- 
1 could not agree to these 
proposals, and just at the moment when the 
negotiations are about to end in failure, the 
United States, as it has done more than once, 
has stepped in with a new proposition which 
promises to be agreeable to all interested and 

to result in a settlement of the Chinese ques- 
tion, which has been’ dragging along for many 
months. 


Ministers Are Prejudiced. 

‘As is well known, the ministers who are 
now conducting the negotiations went 
through the entire siege at Pekin, and they 
are naturally embittered against the Chinese, 
and are almost wholly responsible for the ex- 
traordinary demand made—namely: the de- 
capitation of eleven or more of those who 
took part in administering the government 
during the Boxer outbreak and incited the

The United States will not agree to this 
Wale slaughter, and is willing to accept 
the punishment which the Chinese govern- 
ment has promised to mete out to the of- 


fenders, provided Prince Tuan, recognized as 


the ringleader of the offenders, is put to 
death. 
Disagreement with Conger. 
Minister Conger, as well as the other diplo- 
matic representatives at Pekin, does not take 
the same view of the matter as does this 
government. For this reason the President 


is anxious that the negotiations should be

Therefore, it is the desire of the United 
States government that new proposals will 
be made by the powers which will pave the 
way out of the difficulty.

“DRY-CELL LIGHT” 
DAZZLES VICTIMS 


Shines Two Years and At- 
tracts Unwary Ones, Who 
Invest $25,000- but 

Get No Returns. 


ARRESTS DISCLOSE PLAN. 


Ellis C. Talmadge and Nelson M. 

Anderson Charged with Con- 

spiracy to Defrand.

SELL AN OLD INVENTION. 


The arrest of two men charged with con- 
spiracy brought to light yesterday a scheme 
in which over a score of persons have lost 
sums of money sald to aggregate $25,000. 
As a bait to catch the unwary the proposition 
included a mysterious “dry cell” electric 
battery guaranteed to produce a wonder- 
ful light.” In the words of one of the men 
now charged with conspiracy, victims were 
“dazzled by the same old light” for over 
two years. 

Not only has the scheme been in operation 
for two years, but the charge is made by 
some of the investors that the men against 
whom the criminal charges are pending are 
still conducting the game. Tht list of vie- 
tims includes among others widows who 
have been deprived of all they possessed and 
farmers who thought they had a good thing. 
One Chicago bank is said narrowly to have 
escaped becoming the holder of an interest 
in the wonderful invention. 


Warrants Sworn Out. 

The details of the scheme were brought 
out by the arrest of Ellis C. Talmadge, a 
hotel broker at 52 Dearborn street, and Nel- 
son M. Anderson, who claims to be an in- 
ventor, and who shares an office with Tal- 
madge. The two men were arrested, 
charged with a conspiracy to defraud, upon 
complaint of George W. Mitchell, and the 
cases are set for trial before Justice Everett 
on Nov. 30. 

Anderson has been arrested on 
charge also of obtaining money on a confi- 
dence game, and the case is pending before 
Justice Martin in the Harrison Street Police 
Court. 

The business is ingenlous in its simplicity. 
Mrs. R. J. Field, who swore to the complaint 
before Justice Martin, formerly conducted 
a hotel in Cleveland, on Euclid avenue. She 
came to Chicago with some money, intend- 
ing to lease a hotel in this city. Seeing an 
advertisement by Talmadge, she visited his 
office. He informed her that he had no hotels 
for rent at the present time, that he 
could introduce her to a friend of his who 
had a patent out of which all kinds of money 
could be made. She demurred, but he in- 
sisted, called Anderson into his office, and in- 
troduced him to Mrs. Field. 


Anderson Innocent Looking. 

Anderson is an innocent appearing and 
well dressed fellow. He told the Cleveland 
woman a long story of how he had once 
been a wealthy lumberman in California 
and had lost all his wealth but $18,000. This 
sum he had expended in perfecting an elec- 

tric dry cell battery. All he needed was 
$1,000 to manufacture the battery and lamp 
and put it on the market. After some nego- 
tiations Mrs. Field bought a half interest in 
the invention for $300. Later she became 
suspicious and started an investigation, and 
the arrests followed. 

It was found that for two years the men 
under arrest had been selling half interests 
and fourth interests in the “dry cell bat- 
tery’ electric lamp, and that a score of 
the investors were clamoring for their 
money. Most of the losers were in some 
way connected with the hotel business and 
had been introduced to Anderson by Tal- 
madge. A clerk in a hotel at Mt. Clemens, 
Mich., named Hathaway, held a one-half in- 
terest. He had gone into the deal two years 
ago with Anderson, and one Seifarth, who 
was operating with Anderson and who served 
a sentence in State's prison at Joliet. Sei- 
farth tells of how he met Anderson on the 
street after his release from prison and asked 
him what he was doing. 

O, I am dazzling em with the same old 
light,“ replied Anderson. 


Others Buy Interests. 

Two farmers, Moore and Maxon of Tolono, 
III., hold a two-thirds interest in the dry 
cell“ scheme. Peter L. Yost of Chicago be- 
came interested in the Diamond Electric Bat- 
tery company last spring, expecting to be- 
come secretary with Anderson and Talmadge 
as the other officers. The incorporation of 
the company was never completed. After- 
wards George W. Miicheil of La Grange pur- 
chased an interest in the same company, with 
the promise of being elected secretary. At 
the same time two other La Grange citizens, 
brothers, named Gustaveson, paid $1,000. 

Electricians state that the dry cell is no 
secret and the battery which has formed the 
basis of the deals can be bought in the open 
market.

Struck and Instantly Killed at Bryn 
Mawr Avenue, Edgewater, by a St. 
Paul Train—Crowd Sees Accident, but 
Cannot Render Aid. 


The Bryn Mawr avenue crossing of the 
St. Paul railway in Edgewater claimed a 
victim last evening when George F. Green- 
leaf, an «employé of Hibbard, Spencer, Bart- 
lett & Co., was instantly killed by a south- 
bound train.

IN PARIS TODAY. 


BOER PRESIDENT TO REACH CAPI- 
TAL THIS MORNING, 


City Placarded with Flaming Red 
Posters Calling Upon the People to 
Welcome the Transvaal Executive— 
President Loubet’s Tact Avoids a 
Personal Recognition of the Vis- 
itor’s Oficial Title—Deputies Likely 
te Uphold the Ministry’s Position.

PARIS, Nov. 24, 3 a. President Kruger 
will arrive in Paris at 10:30 o'clock today and 
will be welcomed at the railway station by a 
French-Boer committee, made up of mem- 
bers of the Senate and the Chamber of Depu- 
tles. After an informal reception he will be 
escorted to the hotel provided for him. His 
official reception will come later, after he has 
had an opportunity to rest from his journey. 

The Parisians, excited by the enthusiasm 
displayed by the people of Marseilles, hope 
to outdo themselves in their welcome to the 
Boer President. 

President Kruger is spending the night at 
Dijon, but Mme. Eloff and most of the Boer 
officials, with the press correspondents, came 
on to Paris. Mme. Eloff has taken apart- 
ments in the Hotel Scribe, where President 
Kruger will stay during his sojourn in Paris. 


Red Placards in Paris. 


Paris tonight is placarded with flaming red 
posters calling on the population to manifest 
in favor of Kruger, but the strictest orders 
have béen given to the police to allow no 
anti-English demonstration. 

Lucien Millevoye, the fire-eating English 
hater, in a passionate editorial tonight 
writes: Glory be to Kruger, who threw 
the word ‘ barbarians into the teethrof the 
English. Let England understand and be 


warned.” 


Organized by Nationalists. 


While President Kruger has received a 
warm, almost delirious, welcome, it is notice- 
able that Dr. Leyds and the Boer Ministers 
have received no marks of public enthusi- 
asm, and for the general entourage of the 
President, except for members of his imme- 
diate family, there is little or no interest. It 
is clearly evident that much of the demon- 
stration has been carefully organized in ad- 
vance by the Nationalists. Pere Hayard, 
“King of the Camelots,” traveled in the 
Presidential train. He is the man who has 
organized all the popular manifestations in 
recent critical times in France. 

The tactics of the Kruger government are 
evidently designed to force the hand of the 
French Cabinet. Kruger's telegram to Pres- 
ident Loubet, in reply to the invitation given 
by the President of the Paris City Council, is 
construed as a challenge to France to take 
up the Boer cause. 


President Loubet’s Tact. 


With infinite tact Président Loubet did not 
reply to the Kruger telegram by another 
telegram, as is usual when a message is re- 
ceived from the chief of a state, but simply 
instructed the Prefect of Marseilles to thank 
Kruger verbally. Thus he avoided officially 
addressing Kruger in a public message. 

It is reported that the affair will be brought 
up in the Chamber of Deputies and that a 
member of Parliament will suggest inter- 
vention. It may be safely concluded, how- 
ever, that the government's reply will sim- 
ply be a reaffirmation of Minister Delcasse's 
first statement concerning intervention, in 
which he declared that France sympathizes 
with Kruger, but is not in position to take 
the lead in seeking European intervention 
in a war which concerns England and the 
Transvaal alone. Premier Waldeck-Rous- 
seau will afterwards make a straightforward 
statement, affirming M. Delcasse's position. 
No doubt the government will be supported 
by the usual majority. 


Travels in Special Train. 

President Kruger left Marseilles at 9:20 
yesterday morning, accompanied by his Min- 
isters and suite, for the journey to Paris. 
The Lyons and Mediterranean railroad pro- 
vided a special train for him, under the per- 
sonal direction of an inspector of the com- 
pany. President Kruger occupied a drawing- 
room car, handsomely decorated with flowers.

Offer of Rand, McNally & Co. 

The invasion of the levee district by busl- 
ness comes im, a proposal made to the 
School Trustees by Rand, McNally & 
Co. for a ninety-nine-year lease of the land 
occupied by the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion and the James Goggin estate. Legal 
proceedings were begun some time ago to re- 
move the occupants on the Goggin property, 
who since May 8, 1895, have paid no rent. 

The offer of Rand, McNally & Co. provides 
for the erection of a building to cost $400,000 
and to be completed by May 1, 1904. Tue 
terms of the lease proposed offer a rental of 
5 per cent on the following valuations:

For the first ten years the firm would th 
propose to pay an annual rental of $14,375, 
for the second an increase of 10 per cent, and 
for the remaining years a second increase 
of 10 per cent, making the rental $17,393.

Discussion of State Street Corner.

DRIVEN FROM THEIR BEDS =| 
BY FIRE AND SMOKE. 


Two Women in the University Building 
at Fifty-fifth Street and Lexington 
Avenue Carried Out and Many Other

beds by a fire in the University Building, 
Fifty-fifth street and Lexington avenue, late 
last night.

F. C. Deaner and his wife live in one of the 
first floor flats. Mrs. Deaner has been ill for 
some time, and when she was awakened by 
the smoke she was unable to leave her bed. 
Her husband picked her up in his arms, but 
when he reached the door of the flat he found 
that escape in that way had been cut off by 
the flames. He carried his wife to a front 
window near a fire-escape, and by this means 
carried her to the ground. She was over- 
come when they reached the outer air, and. 
after being revived, she was taken to the 
Chicago Hospital. 

Mrs. L. V. Woodward was also slightly 
overcome and was assisted from the build- 
ing by her husband, but she soon recovered 
after reaching the outer air. 

Mrs. W. S. Burroughs was the first person 
to learn of the fire. She lives on the first 
floor and was awakened by the smell of 
smoke. The fire was burning fiercely in the 
hallway in front of her apartment, and, 
seizing her small child, which was still 
asleep. Mrs. Burroughs ran out to the 
sidewalk and down the street shouting fire.

Cargo of “Dectored” Grain Offered 
by Armour 4 Co. and, Passed by 
Them Claimed te Be Below Contract 
Grade, and Therefore an Aid te 
Shorts as Against Phillips, Leader 
ef the Corner—Market Ranges from 
46 Cents to 43 Cents.

Efforts of shorts to break the Phillips cor- 
ner in corn by drying the new crop and trying 
to have it pass inspection led yesterday to the 
suspension of Grain Inspectors Wood and 


Peck. They were suspended by Chief In- 
spector E. J. Noble for passing a boat load of 


corn out of Armour’s cleaning and drying 


house on Goose Island as contract grade when 
it was of inferior quality. If the inspection 
had been allowed to stand the corn could 
have been delivered to Phillips on his Novem- 
ber corner, or sold in the pit at a-price 8 to 10 
cents above its real value, increasing the 
amount of contract corn in this market, to the 


financial injury of the bull leader. 

One boat-load of this corn was being trans- 
ferred to the Armour Blevator A and B An- 
nex, a regular warehouse, and another 
cargo was being loaded from the drying-house 
when Assistant Supervising Inspector Smith 
concluded that they graded only No. 3, and 
turned them back to the drying-house. 


Too Much Damaged Grain. 

“This corn.“ said Mr. Noble. had been 
dried and cleaned in an attempt to make 
No. 2 of it. It was not really No. 2—there 
was too much damaged and inferior grain in 
{t—and the action of the inspectors in pass- 
ing it could hardly be excused on the ground 
of carelessness.“ 

How long will they be suspended?’ | 

They may be expelled. They have been 
ordered to come to this office in the morning, 
and I will investigate the matter. Other in- 
spectors will take their places.“ 5 

Chief Supervising Inspector Smilie sald the 
boatload turned back from the regular ware- 
house amounted to 6,000 bushels. 

“From the sample brought here it was 
largely new corn, certainly over half, soft 
and damp, and not better than No. 3.” 

The importance of the action of the State 
Grain department can be best appreciated by 
George H. Phillips, who is running the cor- 
ner, having bought a line of over 3,000,000 
bushels late in October, when total stocks of 
corn in this market were 1,100,000 bushels. 
Little old corn has been shipped into Chicago 
since then, and the new corn of this year’s’ 
crop is too soft and damp to grade as con- 
tract. November has sold at 47 cents a 
bushel, a premium of 10 cents over new corn, 
and may sell much higher. This has stimu- 
lated elevator men to dry the new corn arti- 
ficilally, to mix with the old, and increase 
the amount deliverable on contracts. 
New corn grading No. 2 this year is 
larger than in former years in November, 
but is only 3 per cent.” 


Phillips Watching the Inspectors. 
Mr. Phillips is supposed to be watching 
the drying plants with keen eyes to prevent 
the palming off of any low grade corn, but 
disclaimed any knowledge of the Armour 


cargoes. 

“I bought. No. 2 corn for November de- 
livery," said Phillips, and heretofore No- 
vember contract corn was always considered 
to be strictly old corn.” 


Good Corn, Says Armour . 

George Marcy of Armour & Co.’s grain de- 
partment said: 

The boatload in question was only 3,000 
bushels and it was good corn. It was loaded 
and offered for inspection. The inspectors 
were not obliged to pass it. Perhaps it had 
not been dried quite enough, but that is all. 
The inspectors frequently differ in their grad- 
ing. 

Some corn offered by Counselman & Co. 
in South Chicago Thursday was passed by 
one inspector and rejected by another, but 
no suspensions resulted. 


More Excitement in the Pit. 

Proceedings in the corn pit during the day 
were more interesting than for several days, 
as Phillips took no part in the transactions 
until late In the day, when he bought 15,000 
bushels for a customer, but sold none. One 
hundred thousand bushels were traded in 
in small lots from 46 cents, the opening 
price, to 43 cents, the close being bid up 
by Phillips to 44% cents, a loss of one cent 
from the previous day. 

“IT am not going to buy any more high- 
priced corn,” Phillips said, and shall do 
nothing for myself before Monday, even if 
it sells down to 40 cents. If on the last 
day of the month I have more corn bought 
than there is in sight to deliver to me, I 
may bid for it, otherwise not.“ 

Phillips’ profits on the deal so far are 


$60,000, and it is said in the pit they will 


reach $100,000, even if the shorts can secure 
corn to deliver and cover their contracta 


COURT HITS AT THE WAR TAX. 


Federal Judge at Indianapolis Practi- 
cally Declares the Stamp Rule for 
Legal Paper Invalid. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 23.—[Special.J— 
Judge Baker of the United States Court this 
morning made a ruling, which, in effect, de- 


clares invalid a portion of the war tax law.

in the matter, as Congress had no right to 


tax judicial documents. He said that if 
Congress had such a right there would be 
no limit to the extent of such taxation, and 
Congress could make the tax so high that 
a poor man could not secure a copy of the 
proceedings of the courts.

I learn that a serious difference of opinion 
has manifested itself in the Chinese negotia- 
tions. This has arisen from the demand for 
the execution of nine or ten of the leading 
Boxer abettors, at the head of whom is 
Prince Tuan. Four nations come out with 
a demand that the death penalty be modified 
by less severe punishment, Japan, the United 
States, Rusgla, and France. France, per- 
haps, has taken the least active part in this 
change of policy. Japan was put forward at, 
I believe, Russian suggestion, to pioneer the 
movement, but found a warm partisan in 
the United States, which in China has almost 
entirely, on many points, ceased to be identi- 
fied with the policy favored by the British 
government. In favor of the original demand 
for the death sentence are Germany,.Great 
Britain, Austria, and Italy. Both Great 
Britain and Germany, I learn, hold strong 
views on the subject, deeming any other 
punishment to be altogether fallacfous and 
ineffective. 

“One important decision has been taken, 
however—viz: that the demand for the death 
penalty shall not be dependent on the gen- 
eral peace proposals made by the powers. 
Hence, there should be no delay on this ac- 
count in the general negotiation. But what 
is to happen? The demand for the condign 
punishment of the Chinese Boxers’ leaders is 
to be pressed by the four powers already 
mentioned, but is China likely under the 
cifcumstances to accede? It will stand small 
chance of acceptance. | 


Russia’s Change in Policy. 

„Another remarkable feature of the sit- 
uation is the sudden change of policy by 
Russia with regard to the occupation of the 
Province of Pechili, after preparing to with- 
draw her troops, and even to a great extent 
of doing so, and after making ready to hand 
over the railway to the Germans for safe- 
keeping for the British engineers and share- 
holders. It is now stated that Russia will do 
neither one thing or the other. . This thwarts 
the whole good work done by Count von Wal- 
dersee. 

“ Apart from the matters mentioned the 
representatives of the powers seem to agree 
fairly well, but the dilatory methods fol- 
lowed are exasperating and discouraging.” 


Times’ Fling at America. 

The Times, in its editorial leader this morn- 
ing, also speaks the British government's 
mind when ft says: 1 

Lord Salisbury at Guild Hall remarked 
that the characteristic of the concert of 
Europe was that it tended to defer for a 
considerable period the solution of any prob- 
lem it had in hard. The justice of this ob- 
servation, when applied to a still more com- 
prehensive concert, is illustrated in a suf- 
ficiently painful fashion by the rigid immo- 
bility of the steam roller in regard to China.

CUBANS PLAN A CONSTITUTION. 


Method of Framing the Laws for the Is-

HAVANA, Nov. 23.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention today adopted the follow- 
ing motion: “ When the convention has 
been constituted definitely a period of thirty 
days shall be allowed, during which dele- 
gates may present proposals as the basis of 
a constitution or an entire draft of a consti- 
tution. On the eighth, sixteenth, and twen- 
ty-fourth days the Executive committee 
shall classify and print the various projects 
in order to give the delegates an opportunity 
to study them. The convention then shall 
divide into five committees for the purpose of 
considering the proposals, making additions 
where it may seem desirable or necessary. 
These committees shall each name one mem- 
ber to constitute a new committee of five, 
whose duty shall be to draw up a final project 
for presentation to the convention.”

Greeting Along the Line. 

All along the line from Marseilles to Dijon, 
where Kruger is spending the night, the jour- 
ney was one long, enthusiastic greeting. 
Thousands of people shouted “ Long live 
Kruger and Down with the English at 
every stop, and the Boer President seemed 
carried away with emotion over the warmth 
of his greeting, which was really more re- 
markable than the one at Marseilles, where 
the population is naturally enthusiastic by 
temperament. 

The first stop was made at Tarascon, where 
towers were presented and addresses of wel- 
come made, At Avignon the city authorities 
were wating at the station with bands of 
wae President Kruger was received offi- 
cially. | 

It remained for the City of Lyons to give 
Kruger the greatest welcome. Thousands 
of people were massed at the railway sta- 
tion and in the surrounding streets. The ap- 
pearance of Kruger was the signal for a 
mighty roar of cheering. which swept 
through the crowd, and a part of the city 
authorities joined in the welcome. Then 
the crowd took up the cry, “‘ Down with the 
English,” shaking fists, waving flags, and 
throwing hats into the air. The demonstra- 
tion was suggestive of the popularity of a 
war with England, to which the Boers would 
not be anxious to provoke France. 

At Macon and Dijon the same scenes were 
repeated. The Dijon population, like that 
of Lyons, went delirious with enthusiasm, 
and under it all was the same cry. Dewn 
with the English.“ * 


Parting Cheers at Marseilles. 

MARSEILLES, Nov. 23. Though the en- 
thusiasm attending Mr. Kruger’s departure 
from Marseilles was not so boisterous and 
there was no such crowd present as awaited 
him on the quay when he landed yesterday 
from the Gelderland, he had no reason to 
complain of any diminution of warmth on the 
part of the people of Marseilles. . 

Mr. Kruger was up at an early hour, and 
at 9 o'clock was driven to the station. Just 
before the departure of the train Mr. Kruger 
appeared on the steps of the railroad car- 
riage, in response to the shouts of the crowd, 
and said: 

“ Citizens of Marseilles: I thank the pop- 


ulation of Marseilles for its warm welcome. | 


I trust I shall find the same enthusiastic 
sympathy in all the citles which I am going 
to travel through, and I hope it will be fol- 
lowed by actions which will continue to as- 
sist us and result in abetting our cause.“ 


Formally Welcomed at Lyons. 

LYONS, Department of Rhone, Nov. 23.— 
There was a great demonstration here when 
Mr. Kruger’s train arrived. The assistant 
Mayor welcomed the former President and 
presented him with a beautiful gold medal, 
especially engraved for the occasion. On 
one side was the head of a woman, repre- 
senting the City of Lyons, and on the re- 
verse the words: 

The homage of the citizens of Lyons to 
President Kruger, in remembrance of his 
heroic defense of the south African re- 
publics.” 

Mr. Kruger, replying to the speech on the 
presentation of the medal, said: 

I am profoundly touched at the homage, 
respect, and sympathy coming from entire 
France. Give my thanks to the population 
of Lyons. It is a just cause which animates 
you, a cause for France and for all Europe 
to safeguard. I am firm in the conviction 
that our hopes will be realized. We are 
hoping with you.” 


Warmly Greeted at Dijon. 

DIJON, Department of Cote d'Or, France, 
Nov. 23.—President Kruger, on his arrival 
here this afternoon, was greeted with the 
same enthusiasm as shown by the people 
of the other cities of France which he has 
passed through since his arrival. 

The route from the station to the Hotel 
Cloche, where Mr. Kruger was to pass the 
night, was illuminated and the street was 
decorated. Mr. Kruger, on alighting from 
the train, was escorted to a landau standing 
before the door of the station. Near the 
carriage stod a band which, as he emerged, 
struck up a Boer hymn, which was followed 
by The Marseillaise.”’ 

The crowd gathered around, giving repeat- 
ed cheers, and the moment the landau start- 
ed a battery of artillery began a ealute of 
twenty-one guns. ‘ 


Gendarmes Keep Space Open. 

Mounted gendarmes kept a space open 
across the square and escorted the landau. 
Mr. Kruger bowed to the right and left as 
he rode along. Once in the hotel the Presi- 
dent appeared on the balcony and he uttered 
a few words ef thanks, which were inter- 
preted and shouted down to the people. 

Mr. Kruger then received the Mayor, the 
menibers of the City- Council, and various 
delegations presenting addresses. 

The crowd in the streets was decidedly hos- 
tile to England, raising anti-British cries. A 
of students paraded chanting 


denunciations of everything English. The 
enthusiasm lasted until a late hour. 


MAY UPSET FRENCH CABINET. 


Kruger’s Visit to Europe Regarded in 
Some Circles as a Menace to 
the Ministry. 


{Special Cable to the New Tork World and 
The Chicago Tribune.] 

DIJON, France, Nov. 23.—Kruger’s pre- 
ence in France is likely to cause the over- 
throw of the government. 

The official reluctance to treat him as a 
chief of state will be made the subject of 
interpellation in the Chamber of Deputies 
off Monday, when the Waldeck-Rousseau 
Cabinet may be forced out and notice given 
that no ministry will be permitted to take 
office unless it is pledged to intervention in 
behalf of the Boers. * 

Dispatches received here tell of great, 
though unostentatious, military precautions 
being taken in Paris to guard against trouble 
when Mr. Kruger arrives tomorrow, and es- 
peciaNy on Sunday, when the strongly pro- 
Boer working masses, already excited by 
accounts of what is taking place alorfg the 
route, will turn out in Irresistible numbers. 

One disquieting feature of the demonstra- 
tions is the rapidly growing anti-English ex- 
pressions. At Lyons cries of “ down with 
England "’ undoubtedly predominated. 

The crowds at Marseilles kept up the jol- 
lifications all night to be sure to be up when 
Kruger left this morning. The cafés re- 
mained brightly ÜUghted, while along the 
main thoroughfares the buzzing groups oc- 
casionally burst into a hurrah, some even 
under Kruger's balcony. 

He was deeply moved by the scenes he 
had witnessed, and slept fitfully. He was 
frequently awakened by cheers, and sat lis- 
tening to them sometimes for a quarter of an 
hour at a time. : 

He finally left his bed for good at 4:80 a. 
m. and sent for Dr. Leyds, Foreign Minis- 
ter Grobler, and Peace Envoy Fischer. The 
four remained in secret consultation till 
5:20 a. m. 

Among other. things decided upon were 
measures to send back—some by way of 
Cape Town and others by way of Lourenzo 
Marquez—trusted couriers belonging to the 
Transvaal secret service, bearing the first 
news of Mr. Kruger's reception in Europe. 

At 7 o’clock tonight Mr. Kruger, who did 
not feel like bathing while at sea, was bathed 
in warm water in a superheated parlor by 
two body servants. Then a barber was called 
in and told to slightly clip the ends of the 
President’s hair and whiskers. Afterward 
Mr. Kruger was dressed in a brand new 
black suit, similar to the rather faded frock 
coat he brought from Africa. 

A new top hat was also provided, but, after 
trying it on, Mr. Kruger pronounced it too 
shiny and discarded it, resolutely planting 
his old, disreputable plug on his head. 
When Mr. Eloff mildly remonstrated, the old 
man surveyed his grandson, Dr. Leyds, and 
Professor von Hammel, who were all fash- 
ionably attired, and grunted: I' wouldn't 
look like you fellows for the world.“ 


BOERS AGAIN IN THE FIELD. 


Dewet and Botha Unite Their Forces and 


Threaten to Overrun Orange 
Free State. 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—London hears disquict- 
ing news from the seat of war in south Afri- 
ca today, and the fear is openly expressed 
that Lord Kitchener will have to reconquer 
the Orange Free State before he can begin 
the pacification of the Transvaal. 

The Star today, commenting on the re- 
port that General Botha, with his commando, 
is close to Dewetsdorp, regards the news as 
most disquieting and says: 

We have heard many strange and un- 
verifiable stories, but one thing we know, 
that French was pursued all the way from 
Middleburg to Standerton and got through 
the terrible neck of the mountains only by 
the skin of his teeth.“ 

Proceeding, the Star suggests that General 
Botha pursued the British, marched south 
and joined hands with General De Wet, and 
that thus Bloemfontein is endangered and 
the Orange Free State will have to be re- 
conquered before the subduing of the Trans- 
vaal can be commenced. 

In connection with the above, a belated 
telegram today announces that General 
French arrived at Johannesburg on Nov. 17. 


Some Boer Stories Related. 
A dispatch from Kroonspruit, in the 


Orange River Colony, dated Thursday, says: 
General Bruce-Hamilton's column arrived 


nere yesterday, after scouring the Lindley 


and Heilbron districts. The troops brought 
in a number of prisoners. The latter relate 
the remarkable assurances they received at 
Thabanachu from General De Wet a fort- 
night ago. 

“De Wet, they say, urged the burghers to 
hold out till Dec. 10, when all the British are 
going home. He added that the British had 
the permtssion of Russia to fight fora year 
only; that Queen Victoria was at Cape Town, 
whither she had fled to escape the Chinese, 
who had captured half of England; that Gen- 
eral Botha had driven the Britsh out-of the 
Transvaal and had taken Pietermaritzburg; 
that De Wet himself was fighting in Cape Col- 
ony, burning farms, and that Lord Roberts, 
wounded: by three :bullets, had been taken to 
Heilbron to die and had been byried there be- 
neath the town hall.” 


Details of Boer Losses. 

A special dispatch from Middleburg, Trans- 
vaal Colony, says that in the surprise of the 
outpost of the “ Buffs” (Third Infantry) 
southwest of Balmoral on Nov. 10, the Boers 
lost sixty men killed and wounded. The 
burghers, the dispatch adds, simultaneously 
attacked a garrison of fusileers on Wige 
River, but were beaten off, with the loss of 
120 men killed and wounded. 


PORTE VIOLATES ATRRATY 


TURKEY REFUSES EXEQUATUR TO 
AN AMERICAN CONSUL. 


Sultan’s Government, After Three 
Months’ Delay, Definitely Rejects 
the Request of Dr. Thomas H. Nor- 
ton, Appointed Consul at Harpoot 

by President McKinley—Prescence 

of Battleship Kentucky at Smyrna 

May Result in Reversal of Decision. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 23.—The Porte 
has, after three months’ delay, definftely re- 
jected the request for an exequatur for a 
United States Consul at Harpoot. This re- 
fusal is regarded by the United States Le- 
gation as a direct violation of tredty rights; 
and, consequently, despite the réfusal, Dr. 
Thomas H. Norton, who was appointed by 
President McKinley some time ago to es- 
tablish a consulate at Harpoot, has been 
directed to proceed to his post. The expect- 
ed visit of the battleship Kentucky to Smyr- 
na is believed to relate quite as much to this 
matter as to the indemnity question. 


Based on Treaty Right. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—[{Special. ]— 
At the hour of closing the State department 
had received no confirmation of the reported 
refusal of the Turkish government to grant 
an exequAtur to Thomas H. Norton, appoint- 
ed Consul at Harpoot. The claim of the 
United States to send a Consul to Harpoot is 
based upon article 2 of the treaty of May 7, 
1830, which provides that the United States 
may appoint their citizens to be Consuls and 
Vice Consuls at the commercial places in 
the dominions of the Sublime Porte where it 
stall be found needful to superintend the 
affairs of commerce.” 

Turkey's objection to the establishment of 
a Consul at Harpoot is based upon the claim 
that there is no commerce at that point. It 
has been difficult for this government to 
controvert this proposition, but as Turkey a 
short time ago granted Great Britain the 
right to establish a consulate at Harpoot the 
State department immediately made an ad- 
ditional claim for recognition under the 
“favored nation clause of its general 
treaty with Turkey, which gives the United 
States warrant for demanding the same 
privileges accorded another nation. 

While the battleship Kentucky is to go to 
Smyrna to use moral suasion in collecting 
damages due citizens of the United States for 
the destruction of the property of the mis- 
sionaries in Armenia, it is not likely the 
warship will be used to force the Turkish 
government to recognize an American con- 
sular officer. 


Kentucky Sails for Smyrna. 
NAPLES, Nov. 23.—The United States bat- 
tleship Kentucky, which arrived here on Nov. 
19, sails tomorrow for Smyrna. 


STRAUSS ON AMERICAN MUSIC. 


Noted Composer Says Some Day the 
Western World Will Take Its 
Place in the Art. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
America has no music—no music with a 
national touch to it. Some day, when the 
American forgets business he will be able 
to produce music,’ said Edward Strauss, 
court hall musical director to his Majesty, 
the Emperor and King of Austria-Hungary, 
at the Academy of Music this afternoon. 

„America is young—very young. It has 
not had time to cultivate the fine arts—it 
has not had time to hunt a fundamental 
ground work even—that is, as far as music 
is concerned.

RUSSIA TO BUY MORE SHIPS. 


Not Only War Vessels, but Merchant 
Vessels Likely to Be Ordered 
in America. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 23.—[Special. }— 
Russia, pleased beyond measure with the 
performance of the Variag, is coming back 
to the United States for ships of war, accord- 
ing to the Russian officers stationed here to 
inspect the construction of the vessel. One 
of the officers said: “I firmly believe that 
Russia will come back to America for swift 
cruisers. She may never again build battle- 
ships in foreign countries, because she is 
fast equipping ship yards capable of con- 
structing them. The present naval program 
alone includes five ships as great as the 
Retvizan, and this means an expenditure of 
about $25,000,000. It may seem a strange 
proposition, but I shall not be at all surprised 
to see merchant ships built here for Russia.

Chancellor von Bülow. replying to a speech | 
by Herr Bebel, the radical Socialist leader, | 
defended the Wilhelmshaven “ no quarter” 
speech made by the Kaiser. Herr Bebel 


denounced the Kaiser’s speech, his language 


being unusually violent. = 
Chancellor von Bülow pointed out that the 
speech was dellvered immediately after the 
receipt of the news of Baron von Ketteler’s 
murder. 
“It would be incomprehensible,” the 
Chancellor asserted, “if so serious a crime 
did not make the Emperor’s blood flow 
taster.“ 
German Cruelty in China. | 
Last Monday Herr Bebel had demanded; 
of the Imperial Chancellor and the Minister 
of War a formal declaration as to whether 
it was true that the German troops in China 
had received general orders to spare no one, 
Neither Count von Bülow nor General von 
Gossler had responded to this demand, and 
Herr Bebel today read another letter in 
which the writer, a soldier, pointedly as- 
serted that everybody, including women and 
children, were slaughtered in a certain en- 
gagement near Tien Tsin. He also referred 
to yesterday's statement by the Agrarian 
leader, Baron Wangenheim, to the effect 
that the Kaiser was being “ systematically 
misinformed,” and he said that this would 
explain the “ill-informed speeches of the 
Emperor. In conclusion he exclaimed: 
„This is the system that is undermining al 
imperial and monarchical authority.“ 


To Fix Chancellor’s Liability. 
The Socialists have introduced a bill fixing 
the Imperial Chancellor’s responsibility, 
which is not fixed in the constitution. It pro- 
vides that the Chancellor may be tried by a 
State court composed of twenty-four mem- 
bers chosen by the Reichstag, and that the 
court may decree the Chancellor’s deposi- 
tion or ineligibility to any office. 

The anti-Semites and a number of Conser- 
vatives have introduced a bill against the 
immigration of Jews. 

Convicted of Lese Majesty. 

F. Schultz, a Berlin cabinetmaker.. has 
been sentenced to three months’ imprison- 
ment for criticising Emperor WilHam’s no 
pardon speech. Schultz is the sixth victim 
within a week. 


DUKE IN BANKRUPTCY COURT. 


Manchester’s Debts $188,500, While 
His Assets Are $37,725—Couple 
Sails for America Today.

LONDON, Nov. 23.—The Duke and Duchess 
of Manchester, the revelation of whose se- 
cret marriage here last week startled the so- 
ciety people of the United States and Eng- 
land, arrived from Ireland today, whither 
they had gone shortly after the wedding. 

The Duke today appeared before the 
Registrar in Bankruptey and through his 
council decided that he was ready to enter 
the box and make a statement regarding 
the accounts that had been filed against 
him. The receiver asked for more time to 
examine the accounts, and the case was ad- 
journed to Feb. 2, 1901, the Duke's counsel 
having said that his client, who was about 
to take a trip to the United States, would 
return by that time.

FORGING THESIGNATURE. 
OF A CABINET OFFICER. 


Jesse Weik of Greencastle, Ind., Who 
Narrowly Escaped Death in Attempt- 
ing to Avoid Arrest, Indicted by Fed- 
eral Grand Jury. 3 1 

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 23.—[Specſal ]— 

Four indictments were returned today by 
the federal grand jury against Jesse Weik 
of Greencastle, whose leap from a moving 
train to escape arrest several weeks ago 
was the first intimation to his friends of 
the grave charges against him. 

Welk, who is a Republican politician and 
one of the authors of Herndon and Weik’s 
Life of Lincoln,“ in the first three counts 
is charged with defrauding railroad com- 
panies by impersonating a United States 
officer. The fourth count charges him with 
forging the name of Postmaster General 
Charles Emory Smith to the credentials as 
a postoffice inspector which he used in de- 
frauding the railroad companies. 

Weik was a postoffice inspector for sever- 
al years during Harrison’s administration. 
His first credentials were signed by John 
Wanamaker, Postmaster General. These 
credentials are used by the inspectors in 
their trips about the country. Some time 
ago it was reported that Weik was using 
such a pass, and Inspector Owen discovered 
him offering it on the Terre Haute and In- 
dianapolis road. Weik jumped from the 
train in an effort to escape and was seriously 
injured. 

The credentials were found by a section 
hand in a cattle guard into which Weik had 
thrown them. The pass bore the name of 
the present Postmaster General and the 
charge of forgery was placed against Weik. 

Each year the old credentials are sent to 
Washington for cancellation, after which 
they are returned to the inspectors who are 
allowed to keep them. Som preparation 
was used to remove the signature of the 
old Postmaster General before the new one 
was written, and the officials say any acid 
that would have removed the ink would 
have taken off the mark of cancellation.

BISHOP POTTER — 
TALKS OF VICE. 


Suggests Vigilance Committee 
to Enforce Laws in 
New York. 


URGES MEN TO ORGANIZE. 


Does Not Believe the Present Re- 
form Wave Will Soon 
Subside. 


SHOWS CONDITIONS IN CITY

New York, Nov. 23.—[Special.]—Bishop 
Potter made the regular prayer services of 
the noon hour guild at St. Paul's Chapel to- 
day the occasion of a sermon upon the vice 
which exists in this city, and in his remarks 
hinted that a vigilance committee, such as 
San Francisco had in the early days, would 
be a wholesome way of dealing with the con- 
ditions which exist in this city today. 

„If in New York tomorrow there were 
formed a vigilance committee, such as they 
had in San Francisco, of 25,000 or 30,000 men, 
sworn to guard the city for a period of years, 
could our souls be harrowed as they were the 
other day, when a five-year-old child was 
picked up in the street ravished? Would such 
things. be possible?“ 

He favored a Central committee of three 
er five men, under whose orders the public 
committee should act. 

„ We want persistence,“ continued the 
Bishop. X scoffer said to me only yester- 
day: ‘ Bishop, this interest now aroused will 
last exactly eighty-five days.’ God forbid 
that it should be said our service to God was 
exhausted in eighty-five days, or in 850 days. 
Pray to God to arouse a righteous indigna- 
tion.“ 


Condition of New York. 


The subject of the Bishop's discourse was 
“God and Our City.” He began his sermon 
by recalling a conversation in which he was 
a party, and at which a number of eminent 


‘European Oriental scholars were present. In 


the course of the conversation, he said. Mr. 
Gladstone cited the instance In which Jesus 
ity of Jerusalem while traveling to 
it from Bethany, and wept. 

„He saw beneath all that mortal could 
see, the Bishop said. He saw the secret 
shames and infamies of men, the brutalities 
of organized injustice, and the base indul- 
gence of the basest passions of man that 
It was not a burst of sudden 
passion that brought the tears to the 
Savior’s eyes; it was the anguish that he felt 
at the dead soul of the city that lay before 
him.“ 

Bishop Potter said it was just such a condi- 
tion he and his hearers looked on today. 

No. What you and I want in this great, 
busy, wicked, self-seeking, modern, material 
life of ours is to get back to the pgimal con- 
sciousness and realize that the first cry for 
any man or woman in the face of the dan- 
gers that threaten our world today is not 
‘that we would be richer, not that we may be 
better organized, not that we may have a 
finer scorn for evil or evildoers, but, first of 
all, the cry of blind Bartimeus by the way- 
side: Lord, that my eyes may be opened, 
blind as I am, that I may have borne into 
my spiritual consciousness the sense of di- 
vine proportions.’ ”’

O. M. CARTER IN HIS OWN BEHALF 


Former Captain of Engineers Makes 
Statement Claiming Innocence—Writ 
Taken Under Advisement. — 


— 


Leavenworth, Kas., Nov. 23.—For the first 
time since his arrest on charge of defrauding 
the government Oberlin M. Carter, former 
Captain of Engineers, today gave out a type- 
‘written statement in his own defense. It was 
made public at noon between the sessions of 
the United States District Court, when the 
application for a writ of habeas corpus in his 
behalf was being argued. In part the state- 
ment was as follows: 

“I am entirely innocent, and I shag] not 
rest until my innocence, proven at my mili- 
tary inquisition, is officially proclaimed. It 
was proven that not one dollar ever came into 
my hands improperly; that not one dollar of 
public funds was ever misappropriated or 
misapplied by me, and that the government 
was never defrauded through me in any man- 
ner whatever.” 

Mr. Carter quotes General Craighill and 
other engineers to prove that his duties were 
performed “faithfully and intelligently,” 
and adds that the only ground assigned by 
the Attorney General for his condemnation 
was “admittedly that of pure suspicion, 
not only unsupported by any evidence what- 
ever, but in direct conflict therewith, and 
— since been shown in a court of law utterly 

I have sought liberty,“ the statement con- 


may have the opportunity before health 
and strength are gone to compel the legal 
vindication of my character. I recognize 
that a soldier’s life is in the hands of his 
military superiors and may be sacrificed by 
them at their will, but no government has 
the right to permit military or political power 
to sacrifice the reputation of an innocent 
man, no matter whose errors or interests 
are concerned, nor whose crimes are sought 
to be shielded.”’ 

Frank P. Blair of Chicago and Congress- 
man Grosvenor of Ohio appeared for Carter, 
while Colonel J. W. Clous, Deputy Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the army, and District At- 
torney I. E. Lambertand his assistant, H. E. 
Hone, represented the government. 

The case was taken under advisement. A 
decision is looked for in about a month. 

Attorney Blair asked that in ease Carter 
is discharged he be permitted to go to Sa- 
vannah, Ga., without guard to surrender 
himself under the indictment standing there 


against him. f

INFERNAL MACHINE SENT 
TO ILLINOIS POLITICIAN 
FAILS IN DEADLY WORK. 


Dynamite, Fuses, Match Heads, and 
Sandpaper Are Cleverly Arranged in 
a Mysterious Package Received by T. 
N. Cofer Jr. of Charleston. 


Charleston, III., Nov. 23.—[Special.]—T. N. 
Cofer Jr., a prominent lawyer and Demo- 
cratic politician, gave to the local press to- 
day the details of an attempt on his life by 
means of a present from some unknown 
person, a box containjng dynamite. It came 
to his office by express last Monday morn- 
ing, and he opened the package while the 
express messenger was still there. The label 
was typewritten and said: “ Sample puzzle 
box. Open—Pull the string with quick jerk, 
the result will be surprising.“ 

Mr. Cofer gave the string, which protruded 
from a hole, a jerk, but it broke. 


Dynamite, Matches, and Sandpaper. 

The box then was pried open, disclosing 
three big sticks of dynamite wrapped in 
combustibles and holes bored in them with 
fuses attached. A hundred match heads 
glued to a stick were intended to go off ”’ 
when the string should draw a piece of sand- 
paper across their heads. About half of 
them were ignited with the first pull of the 
string, but in some manner the flame 
was smothered and. only a sulphurous smell 
came out when the box was opened. 

It is said there was enough dynamite in 
the box to wreck the whole side of the public 
square, in which Cofer’s office is located. 

The package came from Aurora, but the 
express agent there has no clew to the con- 
signer. Cofer does not know of an enemy 
in all the world. Detectives have been set to 
work both by Mr. Cofer and the American 
Express company, and every possible effort 
will be made to ferret out the would-be as- 
sassin.

Waterloo, Ia., Nov.. 23.—Judge Blair this 
afternoon o the motion for a new 
trial for Jerome W. Hoot, convicted of at- 
tempting to murder his wife through the 
agency of an infernal machine. Sentence 
will be passed on Hoot on Monday.

UNION MEN TO ASK INJUNCTION. 


Building Trades Council Decides on 
Suit Against Mandel Building 
Cohtractors. 


President Schardt of the Building Trades 
council was instructed last night by the dele- 
gates to that body to begin legal proceedings 
at once with a view to stopping work on the 
new building which Mandel Bros. are eréct- 
ing at Madison street and Wabash avenue. 
This contemplated suit is a part of the pres- 
ent labor fight. It will be charged that the 
city building ordinance is being violated. 

The first step that will be taken today, 
according to President Schardt, will be to 
secure the services of an attorney, and 
through him file a petition in the Circuit 
Court. praying for an injunction. 

Plans for the building were drawn by the 
firm of Holabird & Roche. Ever since the 
Building Trades council declared its strike 
against the contractors W. A. and A. E. 
Wells, there has been more or less talk of the 
proposed suit in court. | 

The Trades council devoted a considerable 
portion of its session last night to a denun- 
ciation of the Police department for its ac- 
tivity in behalf of the non-union men em- 
ployed on the building. ! 

The war on the non-union workmen of the 
new Mandel Building was continued yester- 
day with furthérassaults. Four attacks were 
reported during the day, none cf 
which resulted in serious injuries to 
the victims and only of which came 
to the official notice of the police. Three of 
the assaults were made while the working- 
men were leaving the building and were on 
crowded State street. 

Two non-union men, said to be plumbers. 
were attacked by a squad of pickets as they 
were passing Central Music Hall. Both 
were knocked down, but quickly regained 
their feet and made a show of fight, halting 
‘their assailants. Then, as the two men 
turned to run, one collided with an aged 
woman, knocking her to the sidewalk. 

A short time later another non-union work- 
man was attacked by four pickets in front 
of Marshall Field’s retail store. He was 
felled to the sidewalk by a blow on the 


i head from the rear, and while trying to get 


up was kicked repeatedly about the head 
and body. | 

Patrick Nolan, a laborer on the building, 
‘was attacked during the noon hour by a man 
who gave the name of John Murphy. In the

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FINERTY SCORES RIVALS AT MAN- 
CHESTER MARTYR MEETING. 


Says Colonel Burke May Have Planned 
the Rescue of the Patriots, but That 
Others Carried It Out—Speakers De- 
nounce the Course of England in the 
Transvaal—Members of Ambulance 
Corps Henered Guests

With impassioned speeches which ar- 
raigned Great Britain in bitter metaphor 
and invective, with old songs and melodies 
that joyfully recalled memories of the Em- 
erald Isle, the United Irish Societies of Chi- 
cago celebrated last night the thirty-third 
anniversary of the execution of the patriots, 
Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien, at Manchester. 

Central Music Hall was filled. The guests 
of honor were the members of the Chicago 
Irish-American Ambulance Corps, recently 
returned from service in the Transvaal. 

Pro-Boer sentiment tinged all the Irish 
patriotic utterances and formed the domi- 


the evening. The names of Kruger and of 
the Irish martyrs were cheered at every 
turn. Uppermost in the remarks of the 
speakers was also an angry condemnation 
of the rival celebration of the same event 
which was held on Thursday night by the 
Irish Nationalists. 


Mr. Finerty’s Speech. 

President Finerty spoke on The Memory 
of the Dead,” but prefaced his remarks with 
allusions to the opposing section of Irishmen 
in Chicago. 

I have always sought to quell factions 
among the Irish,“ he said, but I wish to 
say now that I am too much of an Irishman 
to ever submit myself to be trampled upon 
by such pygmies as the men who have at- 
tacked me. Only one of them is of sufficient 
importance to merit more than a paragraph 
of obituary in even the most credulous of 
newspapers. I refer to Colonel Ricard O'S.

The Colonel may have planned 
the Manchester rescue, but others carricd 
it out. Besides we meet not to celebrate the 
liberation of the living, but to mourn the
